"So far as acting was concerned 
the players showed considerable abili- 
ty, and far excelled the average 
amateur performer, In some of the 
scenes the facial expression was a 
study in itself, and when Portia (Miss 
Cora Ford) came to the lines, "the 
quality of mercy is not strained," the 
scene was intensely dramatic.
